Light From tho Earth. 
The darkest part of the sky is al­ 
ways aglow. 
The earth itself gives 
off a lot of light. 
Scientists of the 
Franklin institute have measured this 
earth light and have found that It is 
of the order of one-tenth part of the 
intensity of a star of the first order of 
magnitude. 
It is attributed, at least 
partially, to a permanent aurora bore­ 
alis which Is revealed by the charac­ 
teristic green ray observed on ob­ 
scure nights in the whole heavens.
